Campus  Growth 


In  addition  to  serving  Lee  County, 
Central  Carolina  Technical  College 
is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
serving  Chatham  and  Harnett  Coun- 
ties. Central  Carolina  Tech  has 
served  these  counties  for  years  with 
limited  temporary  physical  facilities. 
Within  the  last  14  months  CCTC  has 
acquired  expanded  facilities  in  both 
counties. 

CCTC  now  has  formal  presence  in 
Harnett  County  with  the  Harnett 
County  Campus  located  between 
Lillington  and  Buies  Creek  on  High- 
way 421.  The  first  phase  of  the  Har- 
nett County  Campus  was  complet- 
ed Spring,  1985.  The  first  classes 
were  held  on  the  site  in  June,  1985. 
The  first  phase  of  the  facility  has 
approximately  9,000  square  feet 
composed  of  welding,  machine,  and 
multipurpose  shops;  a  microcom- 
puter lab;  two  classrooms;  five  of- 
fices; conference  room;  and  a  stu- 
dent lounge.  An  additional  6,000 
square  feet  of  space  is  under  bid. 


The  facility  was  originally  funded  by 
the  County  of  Harnett  and  the  North 
Carolina  Department  of  Natural  Re- 
sources and  Community  Develop- 
ment through  its  Division  of  Com- 
munity Employment.  North  Carolina 
Department  of  Community  College 
capital  outlay  funds  were  allocated 
for  the  Harnett  County  Campus 
through  CCTC.  In  late  1984,  5.2 
acres  of  land  and  the  physical  facili- 
ties were  deeded  to  CCTC. 

CCTC  has  four  full-time  employ- 
ees at  the  center.  A  full  Machinist 
program  is  being  taught  at  the  Har- 
nett County  Campus.  In  the  future, 
Industrial  Maintenance  electrome- 
chanical courses  will  be  taught.  The 
Harnett  County  Campus  is  also  cer- 
tified as  a  GED  test  site.  Plans  for 
the  site  also  include  teaching  ABE 
and  occupational  extension 
courses.  An  advisory  committee  will 
consider  other  feasible  uses  of  the 
facility. 

In  Chatham  County,  since  1976, 


CCTC  has  conducted  both  continu- 
ing education  and  curriculum 
classes  at  the  Paul  Braxton  School 
in  Siler  City.  In  1984,  the  College 
recommitted  its  desire  to  serve  the 
people  of  Chatham  County.  In  June, 
1984,  the  Chatham  County  Board 
of  Education  assigned  the  Henry 
Siler  School,  a  nine  classroom  ele- 
mentary school,  to  Central  Carolina 
Technical  College  for  its  use  as  a 
classroom  facility  for  the  people  of 
Chatham  County.  The  Henry  Siler 
School,  located  on  Third  Street  in 
Siler  City,  is  the  Chatham  County 
Campus  of  CCTC. 

Curriculum  courses  in  Industrial 
Management,  Early  Childhood  As- 
sociate/Day Care,  Business  Admin- 
istration, Data  Processing  and  typ- 
ing are  being  offered  at  the  Chat- 
ham County  Campus.  The  first  full- 
time  day  curriculum  program  to  be 
offered  in  Chatham  County  is  Early 
Childhood  Education/Day  Care.  It 
will  begin  September,  1985. 


Through  dedication  of  the  1984-85  edition  of 
Cougar  Tracks,  the  students,  faculty,  and  staff 
pay  tribute  to  an  individual  who  has  served  Central 
Carolina  Technical  College  for  tvi/enty-two  years. 
This  tribute  not  merely  recognizes  longevity,  but 
also  years  of  commitment  and  service  to  others. 
Those  closest  to  Esther  Burke  best  describe  her 
as  a  very  caring  individual.  Her  love  for  people, 
especially  for  patients,  extends  over  forty  years  of 
nursing.  Before  joining  Central  Carolina  Technical 
College  in  1963,  Esther  Burke  spent  eighteen 
years  in  nursing  as  a  hospital  staff  nurse,  an  office 
nurse,  and  a  nursing  supervisor.  Her  experience 
and  unconditional  love  for  others  enabled  her  to 
build  the  CCTC  Licensed  Practical  Nurse  Program 
that  in  1982  v^^as  transformed  into  the  present 
Association  Degree  Nursing  Program.  Esther 
Burke  was  chairperson  of  the  Licensed  Practical  , 
Nurse  Program  until  1982.  Throughout  her  career 
at  CCTC,  Esther  Burke  has  taught  over  459  nurs- 
ing students.  Through  her  students,  she  has  indi- 
rectly touched  the  lives  of  innumerable  patients. 
Esther  Burke  exposes  her  students  to  an  aspect  of 
nursing  that  is  overlooked  at  times,  a  caring  love 
for  patients.  Among  nurses,  she  is  considered  the 
"nurse's  nurse"  or  the  "student's  nurse,"  a  leader 
to  turn  to  in  time  of  need. 

Unsurprisingly,  Esther  Burke's  commitment  to 
others  extends  beyond  her  professional  life.  In  her 
church,  the  Goldston  United  Methodist  Church, 
she  is  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  and  a 
teacher.  She  is  also  a  member  of  the  United  Meth- 
odist Women's  Group.  Esther's  family  plays  an 
important  role  in  her  personal  life.  She  has  two 
sons  who  reside  in  North  Carolina  and  a  daughter 
in  Washington,  D.C.  Her  husband  was  the  late 
Loomis  Burke. 

During  1985,  Esther  Burke's  dedication  to  man- 
kind has  been  recognized  by  her  peers.  The  con- 
gregation of  her  church  selected  her  as  Layperson 
of  the  Year,  1985.  In  like  manner,  she  was  voted 
by  the  employees  of  CCTC  as  co-winner  of  The 
Employee  of  the  Year  Award,  1984-85.
